This terrible affair has created an intense 
feeling of horror over the whole land. Its 
details freeze the blood. It is not.to.be 
without its benefits, however. And bene= 
fits must be great to be mentioned in con- 
nection with a disaster se appallingy*’'The 
torturing death of a body of 110sturdy la- 
borers, and the stunning bereavement of 
600 poor widows and orphans, forms an 
episode of death and life, tragic in the ex- 
treme. And thelong agony and suspense 
over their fate, finally resulting in the 
gicomiest end, does not lessen the intense 
feeling over it. 

This is but one of a series of such coal 
mining disasters. It begets the enquiry, is 
there not heavy blame somewhere? Slight 
imprudences have occasioned these shock- 
ing horrors. Coal mining is hazardous 
at best. Its dangerous gases and inflam- | 
mability require careful guarding. 

The fact is shown that coal mine proprie- 
tors are criminally neglectful ‘and parsi+ 
monious in preparing for such accidents. 
A guilty indifference to the danger of the 
workmen, marks their minivg operations, 
Suitable machinery, and ample méans of 
escape in the event of fire, are inexorably 
needed, and the law should demand them, 
or stop the work that fs thus attended with 
appalling peril, and the possibility of 
shocking horrors. 

One good result of this affair nrust be to 
direct attention to preventing such things 
in the future.

amp Douglas became a Federal prison 
of note, when its a were thrown open 


to the Confeflerate garrison; captured at 
Fort Donelson. 

It was situated on the western shore of 
Lake Michigan, in the outskirts of the city 
of Chicago. The general character of that 
locality isasandy level. Camp Douglas 
was a few average acres—very level and 
very sandy. Onthe 4th of October, 1863, 
the prison contained, to wit: The bulk of 
Morgan’s command, about 3.500 men; the 
late garrison of Cumberland Gap, 1,500 to 
1,800 men; the Chickamauga prisoners, 1,- 
000 to 1,100 men, and two small squads 
mere handfuls, long known upon the rolls 
and otherwise, as the “Old Squad,” and 
the “Saint Louis Squad.” 

On the 23d of the same month, the writer 
was detailed by the commissary of prison- 
ers, Capt. L. C. Rhines, to take charge of 
the prison Keeord of morning reports. 
This was a great book in which the reports 
were entered daily—its face was a journal 
history of the prisoners—arrivals, escapes, 
admissions to, and discharges from the hos- 
pitals, deaths, etc.; and from it the ration 
lists were drawn off. 

On the 3lst of October, the writer enter- 
ed in his memorandum book the footing of 
the total aggregate which he had just made 
up, for whom rations were to be drawn 
next day. In that memorandum, now be- 
fore him,the figures are 5,652 alive and 
present, to be fed. The rolls, made up less 
than six weeks before, called for 6,300, 
nearly a decrease,in so short a time, of 
about ten per cent. Many had escaped, but 
even at that early period, death had already 
begun it’s silent work among us. 

At that time the prison was laid off in 
four squares, the barracks of each facing 
inward, They were built upon sand, with 
plank floors, roofs and walls, and between 
the windows on each side, blocks of bunks 
in three tiers, six in a block. Behind each 
barrack was a kitchen building, like the 
former, except that many of the floors 
were carthen, and in lieuof bunks there 
were long counter-like tables. 

The prisoners were quartered in three of 
the squares, the fourth being reserved for 
the Federal prison. The South-east square 
was populirly called the “* White Oak,” be- 
cause it contained the notable * White 
Oak Dungeon.” This was a small, compact 
cell, for close continement—a prison within 
a prison, The whole compass enclosed by 
an irregular plank fence about ten feet 
hich,and with traverse girders on the inner 
side. Such was Camp Douglas, in October, 
1863. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

The first military necessity urged upon 
the authorities was the construction of a 
more secure fence. The old One was com- 
paratively low, and the cross girders just 
now spoken of, afforded facilities for esca- 
lade. Daring men were constantly going 
over, under cover of darkness, and regard- 
less of the fire of the sentinels. 


A new wall was soon erected. It was of 
boards set upright, measuring fourteen 
feet from the ground to the parapet. This 
temporarily barred the system of free exit 
by scaling, but the Yankee love for lucre 
came bravely to the rescue. Bribery was 
enlisted, a timely and formidable ally. The 
price of a ticket over or through the bar- 
rier advanced from ten to twenty dollars. 
By vigilant measures the authorities 
sought to withhold the means of bribery. 
When money came for the prisoners, the 
letter examiner turned it over to the cash-

Treasury notes, belonging to Camp 
Douglas prisoners, were included among 
the minus assets of thatinstitution. There 
were features connected with the disap- | 
pearance of that large sum of money un- | 
flattering to the credit of the parties who | 
held the cash in trust; but as this is a re- 
eord of established and well known truth 
only, it is not the place to introduce a cir- 
eumstantial probability. The facts were, 
the prison fund was taxed to pay for a 
large iron safe. which was_ placed in the 
[leadquarters oflice to afford a safe reposi- 
tory for the money of the prisoners. The 
prisoners paid for the security, and when 
the said bank failed, were surprised to learn 
that the entire capital had gone, with its 
irrecoverable deposits. 

In lieu of thecash sent to them, the pris- 
oners received tickets on the sutler, who 
alone could cash them at Headquarters. 
To all other Federals, they were as value- 
less as so mnch pasteboard. Good, loyal 
greenbacks, fjlike the negro, were contra- 
band, and for the self-same reason, because 
the Yankee loved them. 

But, despite every precaution, Federal 
currency reached the hands of prisoners, 
through divers channels. It could be 
bougtt day **on elmange” for tiekets or 
Conicderate moncy, at a stated premium. 

A single instance will illustrate without 
wearying. The father of one of Morgan’s 
stripling soldiers, came to Chicago, to visit 
his rebellious son in his misfortune. The 
rigorous laws of the prison denied them 
the privilege of an interview, and to ob- 
tain satisfaction in some sort, the boy brib- 
ed a letter through the underground mail. 
The sire perused thetreasonable document, 
his eyes sparkling behind his spectacles. 
He forthwith issued special directions to 
a trusty cigar maker, and in a few days the 
Commandant received two boxes of cigars, 
one of prime Havana, and the other of an 
appreciably inferior grade and flavor— 
these with a- polite note, asking him to 
smoke one box and send the other down to 
the young genticman, Being in a tolera- 
ea lmimor, the Colonel could hot find

Byrron—The Prepiani- Guiccioli- Fuguani 
Portrait of His Lorship—The eminent 
portrait painter Fagnani, of this city, has 
just permitted the publication (through 
photograph by Sarony & Co., Broadway,) 
of a drawing copied by himeclif from a 
miniature, taken at Venice, in 1819, by 
Prepiani. belonging to the Countess Guic- 
cioli, and pronounced by her (we are told) 
the * only faithful likeness of Lord Byron.” 
The original was taken when Byron was 
31 years of age, three years after his sepa- 
ration from his wife, and tive years before 
his death. It represents one of the hand- 
somest countenances that ever belonged to 
a mortal. The oval face, with its dimpled 
chin, curved lips, proud Grecian nose, large 
dark eyes, the high, intellectual forehead, 
with the hair curling over the temples, the 
head placed on a graceful swan’s neck. 
which rises out of a broad free shirt collar 
and above a cloak flung loosely around his 
shoulders; it isa protrait which, as #whole. 
enables us to comprehend the descriptions 
of the marvelous grace and beauty of this 
part of Byron’s person. 

About the poet, as here portrayed, there 
is no sign of the superciliousness and hau- 
teur which some writers describe as be- 
longing to his face, nor can malice or “ de- 
spair” be discerned, nor licentiousness.
